sonal Liberty" Monday. 


A Large Audience Was Present and 


They Were Treated to an Able 


and Eloquent Address. 


On 
account of 
the 
inclement 


weather, the meeting to be addressed 
by Dr. W. ]?. Crafts yesterday after- 
n >on at Tracy park was held at Bige- 
low church. Notwithstanding the 
excitement and rejoicing over Samp- 
son's victory,[a good audience had the 
pleasure of listening to an eloquent 
talk on the. subject of "Personal 
Liberty," from spiritual and spirit- 
ous standpoints. 
Dr. Crafts is a very 


fluent and eloquent orator and held 
his audience in close attention from 
start to finish. 
He began by saying 


that "Pour, centuries ago, like the 
Hash of northern lights around the 
upper sky, all Europe was electrified 
with the cry, 'Religious liberty.1 
The're was nothing sellish in the cry. 
It meant to^the men who uttered it 
liberty to die that their children 
might have liberty to pray. 
In the 


next two centuries that light worked 
down into the lower sky and Europe 
rang with the cry of 'Civil liberty.'. 
There was nothing selfish in that cry. 
To the men who littered it, it meant 
liberty to die, that their sons might 
Lave liberty to govern themselves. 


• Alas! that this word oC heavenly 
glory should now be oftencst heard 
in that synonym of personal "deviltry 
and 
personal selfishness, 
"persona"! 


liberty.' There is everything selfish 
in that cry. It means te the men 
who utter it liberty to destroy them- 
selves, and in doing so to destroy the 
morals and peace of society. In soci- 
ety the watchword of all, save the 
slaves of that evil triumvirate, appe- 
tite, lust and greed, will be 'popular 
liberty,'with liberty for the person 
only so far as it is consistent with the 
liberty of the populace. 
There can 


be no such thing in civilized society 
as 'personal liherty,' in the sense 
that prodigals and politicians use 
that term. Even in the wilderness, 
a hundred miles from the 
nearest 


savage tribe, and beyond the range of 
all civil law, the reveller cannot in- 
dulge in impurity with impunity. 
Even there, for ins own good, his 
liberty is encircled with law—the law 
of God, written in his body—a law 
from which he cannot escape. Even 
there, 
'Whatsoever a man suweth, 


that shall he reap. 
He that soweth 


in the flesh shall of the flesh reap cor- 
ruption.' 
Even in the solitude of the 


wilderness the tippler shall find that 
he who sows an act reaps a tendency, 
and he who sows a tendency reaps a 
habit, and he who sows a habit reaps 
a character, and he who sows a char- 
acter reaps a destiny. Nowhere, in 
all God's universe is there personal 
liberty to do wrong with impunity. 
The only true personal liberty is lib- 
erty to choose between the various 
ways of doing right. 
But so far as 


civil law is ccncerncd, the man. who 
will go away by himself into the 
wilderness may have personal liberty 
to keep a stench at his door because 
he is not interfering with any neigh- 
bors to enjoy only sweet odors, lie 
may make 
night 
hideous 
with 


drunken rage and revelry because he 
is not interfering 'with any neighbor's 
liberty to rest in pence.' But when 
this solitary concludes that the pro- 
tection and fellowship of society is 
more to be desired than his un- 
bounded liherty to destroy himself, 
just as a man exchanges his 100 acre 
claim on the frontier for a corner lot 
in a city, this solitary surrenders his 
wilderness liberty for the .smaller, but 
more desirable liberty of civilized so- 
ciety. 
Such exchanges rnalce up the 


history of civilization. Personal lib- 
erty in society is an ample circle 
smoothly bound on all sides of laws 
that protect the liberty of others—a 
circle in which one can do what he 
pleases, if lie pleases to do what is 
just, in which he can do what he 
likes, if he likes to do what is ri^ht."

SAMPSON'S FEAT "WAS THE CLIMAX 


It O^erBhiulOTveil the Welcome News of 


the Arrival of Troops at Manilla anil 
tke Seizure of the Lad rone Islamts on 
the 
Way—This Good N«W8 
Has Re- 


newed the 
Determination to Send a 


Fleet of Wnrshipii Across the Atlantic 
to Bombard Spain and Destroy Ca.m- 
ara'g Squadron. 
Washington, July 5.—The Spanish 


squadron's complete annihilation off 
Santiago and the capture of Admiral 
Cervera with 1,600 prisoners; tbe de- 
mand by General Shatter for the sur- 
render of Santiago by 12 o'clock Tues- 
day noon on pain of bombardment; 
word from Admiral Dewey .that the 
Ladrone islands had been captured, 
that a: Spanish gunboat had surren- 
dered, that a.hundred or more Spanish 
officers and men were taken and that 
our first Philippine expedition had 
landed—this is in part the thrilling 
record of such a Fourth of July as has 
not been known since the bells o£ In- 
dependence hall rang out tbe tidings 
of American freedom. 


It was a day when one momentous 


event followed another in constant and 
rapid succession, each hour bringing 
forth some new feature more startling 
than 
what had 
gone 
before. 
The 


climax came at 1 o'clock, when amid 
the wildest cheering, which fairly 
shook the great war, state and navy 
building to 
its foundation, Admiral 


Sampson's dispatch announcing his 
glorious victory and the entire de- 
struction of the Spanish fleet, was given 
to the public. 


Tbe changed naval situation will 


bring no abatement in the activity of 
the authorities here in carrying the 
war directly home to Spain. 


There is renewed determination toget 


Commander Watson's eastern squadron 
away at the earliest moment, for the 
double purpose of striking a blow at 
the coast towns of Spain ami of pur- 
suing Admiral Camara's fleet, which 
has halted at the entrance of the Suez 
canal. 


Will Chnse Canmra. 
' 


Secretary Long made 
the 
official 


statement that tbe fleet would sail at 
the earliest possible moment, and al- 
though he did not go into details as 
to its purpose, it is well understood 
that it will devote its attention to the 
Spanish const and to Caiuara. 


The destruction of the Spanish fleet 


at Santiago relieves Admiral Sampson 
from surveillance of this squadron, and 
lie can readily spare the ships intended 
for the attack on the Spanish c0ast. 


The release of Hobson and the other 


heroes of th,e Merrimac 
incident 
is 


likely to be another result of .the events 
transpiring. It may now come about 
either by the surrender of the city 
which would include the surrender of 
lobson and other American prisoners 
n the city, or else by the exchange 
f Hobson for Admiral Cervera or some 
ther high ranking naval official. 
Until now the possibility 
of 
ex- 


hanging Hobson were slight, as this 
government had no Spanish prisoners 
if high rank to offer in his place. 
N 
To\v, however, they have one o£ the 
oremost admirals of Spain and among 
he 1,300 other naval prisoners there 
are many ofllcers of distinguished rank. 


A dispatch from the front stating 


that there was likely to be some criti- 
:ism because of the treatment of for- 
eign military attaches excited much 
ncligmition among military authorities 
here. 


It was stated by one of the highest 


officers in the service that the foreign 
gentlemen 
had 
received 
absolutely 


everything in tbe wny of accommoda- 
tion, supplies, rations, etc., given to 
our own officers and men. 


What was most surprising was that 


this protest should come at a moment 
when our men were fighting in swamp 
and thicket under a blazing sun, with 
a thousand dead or wounded, and un- 
der the fire of an intrenched enemy. 


There is every disposition here to 


extend the most complete courtesy to 
these gentlemen that is consistent with 
the circumstances. 
There is no pur- 


pose, however, to recognize them as a 
superior set cr to give them greater 
attention in mounts, tents or attend- 
ance than our own officers and men re- 
ceive.
